From the windows of the Burling- 
ton train as it winds it way along 
the Mississippi between Chicago ond 
the Twin Cities one may note in- 
numerable od-looking structures of 
brush and stone jutting into the riv- 
er.

In other 
words, these dams form a straight 
jacket by which it is hoped to pue 
the great waterway in navigable 
shape for freight-carrying boats. 
which have been virtually unknown 
on the upper river for ten years and 
more. 
Making The River Navigabic 

Yor half a century and more gov: 
ernment engineers have been “disci- 
plining” the Mississippi. In the days 
before the Civil War, Robert I. Leo 
was assigned by the war department 
to do engineering work on the river. 
The real improvement work, how- 
ever, began back in 1878, when the 
government sought to establish ‘and 
maintain a mininum channel depth 
of 41-2 feet. In those years, in or- 
dinary seasons, a freighter could 
come all the way up the river to the 
Twin. Cities. But in some years the 
stage of water ranged down to less 
than three feet, making it impossible 
for the larger boats to ret above Wi- 
nona, Minn., thus interferring grea: - 
ly with regular river traffic. It was 
to correct this fault and make the 
river navigable every year from St. 
outs to the Twin, Cities that the im- 
provement work was inaugurated 
and maintained. To date something 
like $83,000,000 has been spent, and 
while the army engineers make a 
claim of substantial results, there is 
yet much work to be done before 
the project is complete. 

The present project at the close 
of the lest fiscal year it was estimat- 
ed that $13,900,000 had ben expend- 
ed on it. The work at that time was 
about 53 per cent complete. 

The engineering theory of the pro- 
ject is quite simple. The Mississipp* 
is a widening, more or les intractable 
stream that spreads itself out over 
the entire river bed. This is done 
at the expense of the main chan- 
nel through which the boats must 
travel. To curb this wanderlust on 
the part of the Mississippi, the gov~ 
ernment engineers are building this 
system of dams on both sides 
throughout its course. They serve 
to discourage the river from spread- 
ing its waters over the wide valleys 
and by contracting the stream with 
in narrower limits the dam help in 
washing out the main channel and 
making it deeper The engineers

Smillie, at @any@rate, was oné of “Margot's" 
failures, She could not charm him. “I am sorry 
you have thrown me over,” wrote Margot. here 
is no better description of her failure to make 
him her friend, He threw her over cold. 

Foreseeing in advance some jiossible serup!os 
that might influence Smillie from granting her 
request of ansther interview, “Margot” wrote: 
“I've never been afraid of any individual, or any 
situation, or rumor, or gossip, in my life.” ‘ 

But Smillie was suspicious. She wanted 
something for her husband, he felt sure. Even 
yet, he does not know whether Mr. Goorge Ask- 
with, when he pressed his invitation to dinner 
upon Smillie, was aware of the fact that Mrs. 
Asquith would le present. It was during the 
great coal strike of 1912, and Askwith, now Lord 
Askwith, known ap “the great conciliator,” was 
anxious to see Smillie personally, He introduced 
the vicoehairman of the Miners’ Federation to 
his wife and two other ladies who were present, 
whose names Smillie failed to catch, “I oniy 
now,” he says, that one of them promptly got 
hold of me, and asked me If we might not bave 
@ little talk together before dinner.” 

We sat down and the lady began to talk with 
extraordinary auimation, It was not long be 
fore I discovered that she hailed from north of 
Tweed, and after she inquired where my home 


was situated in Scotland she exclaimed: “Then, 
Mr. Smillie, you will know my people!” 

1 said: “Pardon me, but who are your 
people?” 


“Oh,” she replied, “ihe Tennants of Glascow.” 

“The Tennants, of the Chemical works, at 
Townbead?" I said, 

“Yos," she said, “I am one of them.” 

“Then you are Mrs. Asquith?” I asked. 

She readily confessed to that fact, but seemed 
a little surprised at my ignorance of it. We 
talked together for some little time before we 
were called to take our places at the table. 
There, too, I found myself sitting next to the 
prime minister's wife, whilst opposite to us eat 
the other strange lady and my friends Longuet 
and Kottgen.

One, an Italian known the world over 
es an authority on the complicated mys- 
tery back of the mple thing known to 
all human beings as light, apparently 
has destroyed the only excuse for the 
submarine, climinating at one stroke-its 
strength as well as its weakness, If his 
calculations prove practical under- 
water test be correct, this thinker and 
mathematician has given eyes to the 
submarine 

N SO doing he has made it possible 

for ship builder put eyes in any 
wesse) that float to put them far down 
below the water line ar with them to 
see so far through the ghostly green fog 
of the sea that a submarine may no 
longer lurk in hiding merely by sub- 
merging. 

The other scientist, an Englishman, 
recipient of $125,000 from the British 
Government just afte the war for the 


invention of a combination searchlight 


beam and radio wave to control motor- 
boats at sea, has made an even more 
amazing discovery Incidentally, he has 


won the most grueling and hardffought 
scientific race in the history of the world, 
for the thing he has sought has been the 
gon! also of hundreds of noted scientists 
-~men of the type of Nikola Tesla, men 
who are beyond the reach of need and 
who are utilizing all the vast resources 
of perfectly equipped laboratories to 
crown their achievements by this reve- 
lation now claimed by the Briton 

The Englishman's claim is that he has 
discovered # light ray that will kill men,

It is claimed the rays will explode ammunition dumps or mines 

simply by flashing the devastating rays of death-dealing light 
upon the enemy equipment 


view of men on surface fighting ships of 
far greater gun power and defensive 
armor. 

During the World War and ever since 
the naval research laboratories of the 
world have been working day and night 
trying to perfect “ears” for the detec- 
tion of the submarine, and these have 
been developed to a point of remarkable 
delicacy. But even ‘at their best the sud- 
marine listening devices are poor sub- 
stitutes for eyes. 

But with an apparatus that will make 
it possible for the underwater lockout 
on the battleship of the future to see the 
whole bulk of the submarine, the latter 
will cease to be the terror of the deep 
that it is today. For once it is spotted 

the destroyer with 
its “ash-cans” can 
hurry to the spot 
and blow the sub- 
merged submarine 
to pieces. Unques- 
tionably the subma- 
rine as an effective 
instrument of war- 
fare is doomed if the 
great Italian physi- 
cist really has dis- 
covered a method of 
seeing long distances 

through water. 

The discoverer of 
the death ray, as 
it is already called, 
is H. Grindell-Mat- 
thews.

submarines, thus climinating future U-boat warfare 
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through the thin, almost invisible violet 
beam, and on another occasion suffered 
burns of the face from contact with the 
ray. Dr. Grindell-Matthews is said by 
witnesseS to have stopped the operation 
of a motorcycle engine by a flash of the 
ray across the laboratory. 

Battleships are safe from this discov- 
ery in its present state, for the metal 
eurrounding their vital parts is 
“grounded” in the water and thus car- 
ries off the electricity. But, according to 
Grindell-Matthews, it is impossible so 
to insulate an airplane, since thers is 
no place to furnish a ground for the 
amount of current that can be sent 
along the beam oi light. Armies as at 
present constituted would be easy prey 
to the new invention, but, in the opinion 
of Nikola Tesla and other famous in- 
ventors, it would be easy to protect foot 
soldiers, tanks,* artillery and machizs 
guns if a grounding of the deadly cur- 
rent is possible. 

On a lonely stretch of sandy shore 
along the Bristol channel Dr, Grindell- 
Matthews and his corps of assistants are 
now making these tests, Guards, armed 
to the teeth, keep out the curious for 
the double purpose of protecting the in- 
ventor’s secret and preventing injury or 
death to outsiders from a stray beam of 
the fatal ray. 

The first of the tests will be against 
automobiles and motorcycles, at long 
range. After they have been finished 
the experimenters will attempt to blow 
up powder and ammunition dumps, Offi- 
cials of the British Government are ex- 
pected to take over the invention if it 
can be proved practicable, 


URING the war and ever since re- 

peated announcements have been 
made that German scientists had suc- 
ceeded in developing a “deeth ray.” The 
matter was first called to popular atten- 
tion by the book “The Man That Rocked 
the Earth,” by Arthur Train, published 
about the time the Germans began to 
terrorize Paris with their ninety-mile 
gun, Only in that case the hero of 
Train's book didn’t need much ma- 
chinery. 

The ray there was yellow and could 
be stored or charged into an airplane 
that consisted mainly of a huge metal 
plate, on which stood small, delicate 
machinery to control the emanations of 
the ray. This plate was lifted straight 
up into the air and propelled in any di- 
rection at a speed of 600 miles an hour 
by the operations of other rays. In the 
book the ninety-mile gun and everything 
within a mile of it was blown up by the 
yellow ray. 

What Train had in mind was the work 
of scientists on the explosive power of 
atoms, Two years ago Dr, Aston, of 
Cambridge, demonstrated that there is 
enough energy in a tablespoontyl of 
water to producd 100,000 kilowatts of 
electric energy. This energy comes from 
the breaking down of hydrogen into he. 
lium, and Dr, Aston contended that it 
furnished the first tenable theory to ex. 
plain the heat of the sun, So far man 
has not learned how to control that 
energy-—unless the. ray of death is its 
practical application,

“All license fees collected under the 
provisions of this act shall be paid 
monthly by the secretary of the commis- 
sion to the State Treasurer, wl > shall 
keep the moneys thus collected and all 
moneys received under the provisicys of 
this act as a fund separate ani apart 
for the payment, under the supervision 
of the commission, of the salaries and 
actual and necessary expenses of the 
officers and employes of the commis- 
sion, and for the payment of the cost 
of the erection and construction of mon- 
uments and memorials on the battlefields 
of France and Belgium, in accordance 
with the law au- 
thorizing such 
erection and con- 
struction, not ex- 
ceeding $300,000. 

“All moneys in 
euch fund, from 
time to time, are 
hereby specifical- 
ly appropriated 
for the use of the 
commission and 
for the payment 
of the cost of the 
erection and con- 
struction of mon- 
uments and me- 
morials on the 
battlefields of 
France and Bel- 
gium; and the 
said commission 
shall, from time 
to time, set aside such amounts of money 
from said fund as may to them seem 
necessary for the actual and necessary 
expenses of the commission, for the use 
of the commission or other agency of 
the Commonwealth charged with the 
erection and construction of said nionu- 
ments and memorials, and upon their 
requisition for any amount so set aside 
the Auditor General shall issue his war- 
rant to the State Treasurer for the pay- 
ment thereof to the said commission or 
other agency charged with the erection 
of such monument or memorial.” 

When all the graves of Pennsylvania 
soldiers in France shall have been 
marked with appropriate tableta, Mr, 
Rocap intends to suggest to the State 
Legislature that a single shaft be put 
up as Pennsylvania's memorial on one 
of the battlefields of France. It is likely 
that a special commission will be ap- 
pointed early in 1926 to supervise the 
work of placing the memorials, and that 
by next Memorial Day this work will 
be well under way. Some of it may be 
started this year, as the commission has 
authority to do the work itself, whea 
the fund has become sufficient.

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PUBLIC HANGINGS, WHIPPING-POSTS, BRANDING OF CRIMINALS | 
IN CANADA’S BARBAROUS AGE OF JUSTICE ONLY 100 YEARS AGO 


People Flocked to See Exe 
cutions—Gallows Painted 
to Present an Attractive 
Appearance — Dead _ Left 
Dangling as Fearful Ex- 
amples — Death for No 
Less Than 120 Different 


Crimes 


The following article is taken from a forth. 
coming book on “Pioncer Justice,” by Magistrate 
J..Bdmund Jones, of Toronto. tn the intelests 
of his office, Magistrate Jones has been making 
a study of the. growth of humanitarian prin. 
ciples in the administration of ecrimine) lar, 
with rather astounding results ag far as the de 
velopment of the past hundred years ts con 
cerned, His research has brought to light a 
large amount of wholly new and original mutter 
from the records of Toronto,

HE past few years may be known to history 
as the humanitarian age. 

It is hard to realize that there are, right 
in our midst, the relies of the pillory and stocks, 
the whipping post and the public gallows, 

It is even more difficult to believe what the 
records of Toronto show to have been the case 
in the time of our, own grandfathers—fioggings, 
merciless application of the death penalty, ban- 
ishment, the treadmill and stavery. 

In the vault of the clerk of the peace at the 
cily hall, Toronto, are volumes of official records 
which contain’a mine of information of intense 
pistorical Interest, 

Justice was not unduly tempered with mercy 
in the early part of the past century. Indeed, 
our ancestors of that time were so firmly im- 
pressed with the idea that the efficacy of puntsh- 
ment depended on its severity that the penalty 
of death was prescribed for not less than 120 
different crimes. In Upper Canada it was not, 
in fact, until 1865, four years after the Wnglish 
act, that the death penalty was abolished in all 
cases except murder, treason and rape, but it 
is doubtful whether. it has been inflicted since 
1865 for the lastnamed crime, In the consoll- 
dated statutes of Canada Gi859) the death pen- 
ally was provided for murder, treason, rape, ad- 
ministering poison or wounding with intent to 
commit murder, unlawfully abusing a girl under 
ten, robbery with wounding, burglary with 
assault, arson, setting fire to or casting away a 
ship, exhibiting a false, signal endangering a 
ship. It was not a felony, but merely a misde- 
meanor punishable by fine, to abuse a girl be 
tween ten and twelve years of age. It was no 
offense at all under the act of 1859 to abuse a 
girl over twelve, While exhibiting a false signal 
causing danger to a ship was an offense punish- 
able by death, endangering a railway train car- 
ried with it only a prison term of three to seven 
years, On the other hand, for stealing chattels 
or money from a church the penalty was not Jess 
than seven years. The punishment for stealing 
cattle might be more severe than this, the pos- 
sible term being fourteen years with a minimum 
of two. . 

Naturally the hangman was a very busy per- 
son a century ago, since, in addition to inftict- 
ing the capital penalty, bo was called on to 
administer the lash, mostly in public, and to 
perform the duty of branding of criminals on 
tongue and hana, The pena) laws, at least in 
their administration, were even more severe 1n 
England than in Canada, In this province, save 
for the crime of manslaughter, branding was 
abolished by statute in 1802, but in or before 1798 
the chief justice of Upper Canada had caused 
convicted criminals to be branded in open court. 
In the early days of the province hangings were 
in public, and thousands journeyed from remote 
parts to witness them, many of the spectators 
arriving bours beforehand in order to get a 
complete Aiew of the proceedings. The gallows 
were rather costly affairs, and were painted so 
as to present an attractive appearance. In fact, 
so great Was the expense Incurred that one might 
even speak of the high cost of dying when the 
mortal coil was shuffled off at the end of a rope, 
In the very first entry of the minute book, cum- 
menced in 1828, we have a record of the Dill 
presented by Sheriff W. B, Jarvis for preparing 
the place for an execution. This bill reads as 
follows:

The 
gibbet in a case occurring In L818 was not taken 
down untt! 1826, when what remained exposed, 
as a supposed ghastly deterrent, was buried on 
the spot.

outside the town at night. High words passed, 
and one of the meo threatened if he got a chance 


he would kill another whe had offended him. As 
the party was breaking up, this man and a com- 
panion climbed into a loft where the man who 
had been threatened waa preparing for bed. A 
scuffle ensued, whereupon those who had started 
for home returned and threw the two assailants 
down through a hatchway to the floor beneath, 
The assailants mede their way out of the crowd, 
after which the victim of the assault came down 
showing a flesh wound from which blood was 
flowing, but the injury was not sufficient to 
call for the services of a doctor. The injured 
man said the wound was caused by a knife he 
afterwards found in the room upstairs which he 
said must have belonged to one of the two men 
who had assaulted him, One of the assailants 
wisely kept out of the way, but the other rgturn- 
ed, was put on trial, found guilty and--hanged. 
And this was as late as 1863, 

In 1869 public hangings were abolished in 
Canada, and since 1905 the scaffold in Toronto 
has always been erected within the prison itself 
At present there is strong public sentiment and 
official opinion in faver of abolishing the prac 
tice of having executions in every county as in 
Ontario, and adopting the system in vogue in 
British Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan, of 
having o1e or more ceutral places where experi- 
enced officers will be in charge, and escapes, 
bungling and other scandals are not so likely to 
occur. 

Public hangings and the brandings of crimin- 
als were not the only forms of barbarism, by 
which the early history of Toronto was marred, 

In March, 1811, when Thomas Ridout, Hon, 
Duncan Cameron and John Small were sitting, 
there is an entry in the magistrate’s minutes re- 
lating to the great-grandfather of the present 
generation of the Jarvis family. “William Jarvis, 
of the town of York, Esq., informed the court,” 
the ancient record reads, “that a negro boy and 
girl, his slaves, had the evening before been com- 
mitted to prison for having stolen gold and 
silver out of his desk in his dwelling-house, and 
escaped from their said master,and prayed that 
the court would order that the said prisoners, 
with one Coachley, a free negro, also committea 
to prison on suspicion of having advised aad 
aided the said boy and girl in eloping with their 
master’s property, they were accordingly ordered 
to be brought before said court for examinatioa,” 
The record does not show what form the “exam- 
ination” took, whether the slaves were cross 
examing@l in the Wrench fashion, or merely put 
upon their trial in the English fashion, Toe 
use of the word “examination” was no doubt 
correct, .s it is likely that the accused were 
interrogated, though not under oath. 

In the result, the “said negro boy named 
Henry, commonly called Prinee, be remitted to 
prison and there safely kept till delivered accord: 
ing to law (he was afterwards tried at the 
Assizes), and that the girl do return to her said 
master.” The free negro, Coachley, found not 
guilty, became a “free nigger,” and was dis- 
changed. ’

In order to understand how it was possible 
that there could be slaves in the Town of York 
in 1911, One must look at the etwtutes on the 
subject. In England, in 1790, an act was passed 
“for encouraging new settlers in His Majesty's 
colonies and plantations in America.” This act 
recites that it is expedient that persons should 
be encotfraged to settle, and enacts that if per- 
sons from the United States come to “Bahama, 
Bermuda or Somers Islands, or to any part of 
Quebec or Nova Scotia, or any of His Majesty's 
territories in North America to seitie, it shall 
be lawfu! to import, in British ships, any 
nugroes, household furniture, ete, free ef duty,” 
the household furniture, clothing, ete., for every 
white p sson, not exceeding £50, “and tie value 
of forty shillings for every negro.” Obviously 
it was considered that a negro did not, even in 
our northern climate, require 4s much clothing
